tensive cave in occurred at Gaylord GJI 
tiie elope of the Kingston Coal Company 
at Plymouth this morning. Seventeen 
men are entombed and rescuers are hard 
at work, but there is little hope of get- 
ting them out alive. Nearly all of thfi 
men entombed huve large families, ami 
these are congregated around the mouth 
of the pit uttering most distressing 
cries. One man who escaped by a hairs 
breadth reports that after the fall of the 
roof he heard men groaning, then nil 
was still. It is believed that all who 
were caught in the fall are dead. 


ERETONE IN COURT. 


SAX 
FRANCISCO, February 13. — The 


transmississippi congress opened a little 
after 10 o'clock this morning. Golden 
(.Jate hall, where the congress convened, 
was elaborately decorated with bunting 
and shields bearing the coats of arms of 
the different states represented. Large 
crowds tilled the galleries. President 
McConnell called the. convention to 
order and in a brief addres.-1 stated the 
ubjei-t of the gathering, in which he said 
that it was not to lie forgotten that the 
tftpt was a part of the great Union, and 
that the interests of the whole nation 
must be considered as well as those of 
tin- west. 


At the caucus of delt'£.'iiies held last 


I'Vt'iiim*, Juiijie Kiles Mp'arlps was chcsen 
to make the address in behnlf of the 
-tati-. As President McOonnfill closed 
lie Introduced Judge Searles, and at the 
close of Searles' address Mayor Ellert of 
San Francisco welcumcd the delegates 
in behalf of the city. 


Governor Prince of New Mexico re- 


turned thanks on behalf of the congress 
for the kindly greetings extended. After 
appointing a committee on credentials 
the congress took a recess. 


On reassembling a committee on or- 


der of business, resolutions and other 
matters was appointed and the congress 
awaited their report 
After the report 


of the credential committee had bcuu 
received it was agreed that delegations ' 
from each state be allowed to name four f 
members of each committee. 
In case j 


the representation from any state did \ 
not permit four delegates on each com-1 
mitti'fc it was agreed that the committee j 
men named could cast four voles for the j 
state. The roll returned by the creden-1 
tials committee was then read and the ! 
various connnittoes announced. A spir- i 
ited debate followed the motion by ex- ' 
Ifuvenior Prince of New Mexico, that 
all resolutions involving an expression 
of opinion by the congress be read by 
the secretary on their introduction, and 
be referred to the committee en resolu- 
tions without debate. M. 31. Estee- of 
California led the debate against the 
proposed rule. 
The resolution finally 


jirevailud by :i big majority vote. An 
avalanche oi resolutions followed ; sev- 
eral favoring free coinage; others relat- 
ing 1o mineral lauds within the limits of 
railroad grants; another favoring ab- 
solute government control of the Nica- 
ragua canal; another demanding the 
admi^ion of New Mexico to statehood ; 
a resolution by es-Uovernor Prince of 
New Mexico favoring the annexation of 
Hawaii, and declaring any attempt at 
restoration arbitrary, and that the gov- 
ernment of the ex-queen is repugnant 
to American principles, was 
loudly 


cheered. 
Another resolution by Dele- 


gate Llovd demands the foreclosure of 
government mortgages on the Central 
and Union Pacific railways, and favor- 
ing government control of these prop- 
erties. All the resolutions were read 
and referred. 


At the evening session of (lie congress 


it was agreed, on motion of the chair- 
man of the committee on resolutions, 
that no resolutions committing the con- 
gress on any matter of policy be received 
after noun tomorrow except on the con- 
sent of a majority of the members. The 
I'onuress then listened to an address "by 
Captain AV. L. Merry of £an .Francisco 
on the subject of the Nicaragua canal. 
The speech was baseed upon a resolution 
recently agreed to by the California del- 
egation, and[which will be presented to 
the convention tomorrow morning. The 
resolution is an informal memorial to 
congress asking for the prompt construc- 
tion of the canal by the United^ States 
government, with provisions for its sub- 
sequent management under United 
States control. 


(lovernor McUonnell of Idaho fol- 


lowed. He desired to admonish the peo- 
ple, as to the great danger of putting 
into the hands of any private corporation 
any grand highway of traffic, whether 
it be railway or canal. The people of 
California, he eaid, for thirty years had 
snfiered as a result of such action. He 
said the 
United States government 


should build and control the initial. "We 
are told," he said, "that we can't fight 
tiie conditions which confront us. The 
thunder we can't; we can and will. 
Simply because President Cleveland or 
Senator Morgan did not believe in it, 
are the people to give up this great en- 
terprise, 
J say no. 
Cleveland and 


Morgan never believe in anything that 
is to our interest. If they have we have 
never heard ot it."

nell declared that the people would 
build and own a waterway between the 
two great oceans if they have to fight 
for the privilege. His remarks were 
emphasized by the convention with 
three rousing cheers and a tiger. The 
convention then adjourned tilllOo'clock 
tomorrow morning.

All a'long the railroad 
may Iw noticed fur clothed people stand- 
in;: in front of the bulletin hoard, on 
top of which are the words, "California 
midwinter weather."

HURTS THE BUSINESS. 


Unfounded Litigation by a Life In- 


surance Company. 


h'rom the Stockton Mail. 


Since the beginning of the McWhirter 


trial the life insurance business has be- 
come very dull, there being but few ap- 
plications for policies. The insurance 
people say, however, that the decline iu 
business is due to the ceneral depression 
and that the McWhirter trial has not 
influenced the situation in the least. 
Thus in an interview with the repre- 
sentative of a Sun Fraucisco paper the 
other day President Moore of the Pacific 
Mutual Life-insurance company paid: 


"I attribute the present state of busi- 


ness to the monetary panic that has 
atllicted the entire country. I have no 
idea that the McWhirter contest haa in- 
fluenced any thinking man in making 
up his mind with reyard to the question 
of life insurance." 


The managers of other insurance com- 


panies indulged in the same sort of talk. 
They all think that the McWhirter case 
will not have any efft-ct upon the insur- 
ance business, or if it does have any 
effect, that it will be only tuuiporarv. 


But why should uot the McWhirter 


case effect the question of life insurance, 
and why should not the very class of 
men whom President Moore mentions— 
"thinking men"—take the initiative in 
the matter? As thinjra stand, people, 
who insure their lives fur the benefit of 
those who arc dependent upon them 
have practically no guarantee that the 


1 companies will fulfill their contracts 


j unless compelled to do so by the courts. 


The McWhirter case should be made 


the means of working reform in the life 
insurance business, and the press ran 
peform no better tervice to Hie com- 
munity than by keeping the matter be- 
fore the public.

Three Huge lieasts Mangle 


Their Keeper

Tho Animals Driven from Their Prey 


By the Proprietor of the 


Show. 


SAX FiiAXHBco, February 13.—Carlo 


Thieman, an attendant in Colonel Dan- 
iel Boone's wild animal show at the 
Midwinter Fair, was attacked by three 
lions tonight and so horribly mangled 
that he may die. The evening per- 
formance 
had 
been in progress in 


Itoone's arena for about half an hour, 
anil the circular enclosure was tilled 
with people. The wild animals are ex- 
hibited in a large cage in the center of 
the arena and it was the time for the 
lious to go on. Three huge leasts, Par- 
uell, Itomeo and Commodore, were led 
into the cage by Thieman preparatory 
to Boone's entrance. Suddenly the elec- 
tric lights went out. There was a short 
interval of eileuce, when suddenly a 
shriek of agony came from the cage. It 
was followed by a roar from the enraged 
lions, crunching of their terrible jaws 
and groans of the man in the cage. The 
large crowd of spectators hecanie panic 
stricken 
and started for the doors. 


Women shrieked and fainted, but the 
crowd was finally induced to remain 
seated by the attendants, who had re- 
tained their presence of mind. 


Finally lanterns wen? brought and 


there in the cage lay Thieman with the 
three lions clawing and munching his 
prostrate form. Colonel lioonc seized 
an iron bar and entered the cage. With 
shouts and blows he drove the beasts 
from their prey and dragged the unfor- 
tunate man from the cage. It was an 
exhibition of bravery seldom seen, and 
the 
big crowd cheered the gallant 


Colonel. Thieman was taken to tho 
receiving hospital where his wounds, 
forty-three in number, were examined. 
By one blow from a lions paw he had 
been scalped from the forehead to the 
nape of the neck. 
Under eich arm 


there were terrible bites where the lions 
had attempted to reach a vital spot. One 
of them nearly succeeded, for he just 
missed a large artery. Tlnenmrs arms, 
lees, thighs and buttocks were also bit- 
ten and scratched. At tho hospital he 
recovered consciousness and managed to 
tell his story. He said he was attending 
to some of the cage fixtures when the 
lights went out. The big lion, Parnell, 
jumped for him and knocked him down 
with a blow on the Lead. Then the 
other two lions, Romeo and Commodore, 
seized him under the arm pits and drag- 
ged him across the cage, while I'arnell 
made a general onslaught on his body. 


The lions are full grown beasts and 


have been, exhibited as trained animals 
for some time. Thiemau has been an 
animal tender for eighteen years and 
considered one of the best in the busi- 
ness. Colonel Boone- in speaking of the 
affair said; "It has always been the 
custom to have lanterns and lamps 
about the arena in case the electric 
lights should go out, as it is well 
known wild animals, no matter how well 
trained, will attack a man in the dark." 
By some oversight the lanterns were uot 
in the usual place tonight and it was 
some time before they could be found. 
To add to the horror of the situation the 
cage door became stuck aud there was 
some delay in opening it, when Boone 
entered the cage to rescue Thieman. 
After Thieman had heen removed to the 
hospital the people left thearenaas they 
had seen enough wild animals lor one 
night, and the performance was dis- 
continued. 
There is a possibility of 


Thieimin's recovery unless blood puisou 
ensues.

lie Was a rioueer ot 
lft-l-7, ami 'J-l- 


Years of Age at the Time 


of His Death. 


SAN- FKAXCisro, February 14.—Colonel 


I. D. Stevenson, who came to California 
n 1S47, died tonight, aged !)4 years. Up 
to a few weeks ago Colonel Stevenson 


•as iu good health, but he has been 
iradually 
growing feebler from 
the 


iffects of an attack of grippe. 


Colonel Stevenson, ever since his ar- 


rival in the state, has been prominent 
in the history 'of California. He was 
born January 1, 1800, and arrived in 


an Francisco in coin maud of the First 


New York regiment on March ft, 1847. 
lie had received from President Polk 
inthority to raise a regiment when a 
war with England over the boundary 
question seemed imminent. His first 
military instruction was received during 
ihe war of 1SI2 when he waa captain of 
a cadet company, which assisted in 
•hrowing up earthworks on Brooklyn 
Heights. Here lie saved Governor Tomp- 
iios1 life from a runaway horse and 
later when Tompkins became Vice 
President, Stevenson was called to 
Washington as his secretary. On Rtev- 
jusou's arrival here with his regiment 
ie reported to General Kernuy, who or- 
dered the regiment distributed over the 
state. Stevenson was sent to Monterey, 
.hen to las Angeles, und from there to 
Mokelunme Hill. There he drew up a 
code of laws for the government of a 6et- 
:lement, and since that time waa ac- 
tively eugaged in public and business 
pursuits. 
Colonel Stevenson was a 


member of the California Society of Pio- 
neers, and for manv years it was his 
rustoni to hold receptions January 1st, 
lits birthday, at Pioneer hall, which 
were attended by all old'time Califor- 
ninns and many of the younger genera- 
tion.

SA.N l-'itA.vcisw, February !.'>.—The 


learner Alameda which arrived from 
Honolulu today brought no news of mo- 
ment. Affairs at the islands are quiet, 
and nothing is apparent that will have 
a tendency to change the situation. 
The matter of greatest interest to the 
people of this country is the answer of 
President Dole to Minister Willis con- 
taining specifications regarding the for- 
mer's letter of December 27th, which 
was asked for by "\Villta, explaining the 
previous statement that 
the United 


States' policy was responsible- for the 
maintenance of the provisional forces, 
mid the state of alarm which existed 
throughout Hawaii was due to the fail- 
ure of the United States to advise the 
Hawaiian government of its intended 
action. President Dole gives twenty- 
eight reasons for his belief in the hos- 
tility of the United States. He say*: 
"On December 14th the United States 
ilispatch boat Corwin arrived in Hono- 
lulu from San Francisco, bringing dis- 
patches to yourself. No mail was al- 
lowed to be brought by her, but the 
press of Honolulu obtained from per- 
sons on bo:ird uml published extracts of 
President Cleveland's message, and but 
for such accidental informa ion nothing 
would have been known of tho purport 
of said message until December 52(1. 
Up to the time of the arrival of the 
Corwiu, the United States naval officers 
in port were in the habit of coming 
ashore in civilians' dress, the 'crews re- 
ceived the usual liberty ou shore anil no 
unusual or warlike preparations were 
visible on board. Immediately upon 
the arrival of the Corwin the liberty of 
the crews was stopped and also that of 
most of the ollicers. Those who came 
ashore were in uniform, stacked rifles, 
cartridge belts filled with ball cartridges 
aud knapsacks packed for immediate 
use, were conspicuous on the decks of 
the United States war ships. The otti- 
cers who were seen said they were ready 
to land ata moment's notice. When asked 
if their landing would be to protect or 
fight us, the reply of the oflicers of the 
Philadelphia was that no one on board 
knew what orders would be received. 
Information came from royalista who 
wore in constant communication with 
you that the restoration of the queen 
waa certain, and that the United States 
would use force if neccessary to accom- 
plish thia."

There is not much danger of bad ad 


ministration iu these simple local lin- 
ing or packing houses. Tlie operations 
Arc simple, and perfectly familiar to all 
The )«st men in tlie neighborhood are 
alinnst certain to be chosen directors 
and no director, president or secretary 
ever is or ever ought to be paid for hi? 
services as such. All men can afford t< 
do some things for the public, aud be- 
sides that any man can afford to give 
the. time involved in such service foi 
what he luarns by it. During the active 
season of course wages must be paid to 
those doing or 
superintending 
the 


work, whether directors or not. Co- 
operative drying or packing houses, 
conducted on these principles, will cer- 
tainly succeed here as they do else,- 
where. 


UNITED WE SUCCEED. 


Iris highly instructive to read THE 


IlEmn.H.-\x's able and convincing argu- 
ment this morning, that, tlie railroad 
and express companies are really guilty 
of all the train robl>erieF in not provid- 
ing cars that dynamite can not wreck; 
and that, in fact, robbery of railroad 
trains is only what these companies de- 
serve as punishment for the many acci- 
dents tbat occur 01; their roads. Taking 
thia view of the case Chris Evans ought 
to have amnesty extended to him, alter 
which he would make an excellent and 
etlicient deputy sheriff and would be 
useful to regulatu the affairs of trans- 
portation companies in their relations to 
the public.—l'"resuo Expositor. 


The, 
esteemed Expositor should not 


permit Ha zeal in rustling to the defense 
of the Font hern Pacific Company to lead 
it into the realms of fiction when the 
facts were at hand. THE REPUBLICAN 
made no such argument as the Expositor 
attempts to credit it with. This paper 
made the statement in effect that a good 
many people are of ihe opinion that the 
railroad companies do not take such 
precautions as they should to guard 
against train robbery and the awful dis- 
asters which cause death and suffering 
in so many instances, but possibly the. 
people were mistaken because ignorant 
of the details of railroad management; 
but that they were not more likely to be 
mistaken than those editors of railroad 
papers who accuse oilicers of collusion 
with criminals und outlaws who arc not 
brought to justice as promptly as de- 
sirable. In other words that the people 
are about as well qualified to judge of 
the proper management of railroads as 
railroad editors are to pass judgment on 
officers engaged in hunting bandits in 
tlie wilda oE tlie mountains. This state- 
ment is so indisputable that it ia a very 
sensitive railroad company or super- 
sensitive organ wh'ich would find fault 
with it. 


THE absurd claim by n class of people 


who lean towards free trade that Ameri- 
can workingmen, because of their su- 
perior skill and endurance, can continue 
to get high wages if they are exposed to 
competition with the cheaper labor of 
Hie old world, is, as Senator Morrill 
puts it a recent speech in the senate, a 
vainglorious assumption. The British are 
of the same stock, and bred in an equally 
healthy climate. A Briton, BO long as 
he is able to get full pay, without doubt 
is about us athletic and physically aa 
good as an American, and probably no 
better. 
In Great Britain no wage- 


earner ever rises to be an employer of 
wage-earners. Jn the United States it 
is a common occurrence and almost the 
rule, that the head or business manager 
of any industrial company has risen 
from the ranks of practical manual 
labor. The biographies of our captains 
of industry shine forth aa abundantly 
as the stars of the 
milky way. 


It has been long roundly, perhaps 
ignorautly, claimed that the difference 
in wages here compared with the lower 
British wages ia compensated by the 
lower cost of living; but this has no 
basi9 of truth, except that the lower 
scale of wages practically and brutally 
imposes 
upon 
British wage-earners 


lower and far inferior scale of living. 


If the provisions and comforts of life 
were made equal to those of wage- 
earners in America, the British cost 
would be. found excessive and insup- 
portable. The foundation of England's 
large wealth was laid by a century of 
stringent tariff protection. British wage- i 
earnerp, as we ali know, obtain on the ! 
average, but little more than one-half 
.8 much reward for labor as Americans ! 
obtain under protection. 
The advan- 1 


tagcs of a protective 
tariff are not 


claimed on account of ita production and 
diffusion of wealth alone, but on ac- 
count of its beneficence, its educational; 
and civilizing influence, its distribution | 
of the comforts of life among the men 
who work, and as the strongest arm of 
national independence. 


The Echo is in receipt of an invita-

This reminds us that we hear 
of the Southern counties, the Northen 
counties, the foothill counties, butnevei 
hear of the San Joaquin valley counties 
cither in business or politics, yet coun- 
ties of this valley are not included it 
any other group.

Tlie interests of the San Joaquin vallev 


are mutual in every respect, but unti 
they are so treated the individual coun- 
ties can accomplish comparatively little 
in the carrying out of laree enterprises 


This is especially true of matters re- 


quiring political influence for their ac- 
complishment. The southern countiefi 
have been for a great many yeara dictat- 
ing terms in politics, simply because 
they have stood solidly together in mak- 
ing their demands, while the great coun- 
ties of central California have simply 
assisted in pulling chestnuts out of the 
fire for the cunning monkeys of the 
sunny south or of San Francisco, as 
those political anthropoids found the 
occasion favorable to our use for thai 
purpose. 
Tin: HCI'UDLICAX has fre- 


quently called attention to this fact, but 
the political managers of the interior 
counties are slow in realizing the logiu 
of the. situation. 


This statement of fact applies with 


equal force to matters aside from poli- 
tics, mid the sooner the counties of the 
San Juuquin valley are 
united ant 


working for a common purpose, the 
sooner they will be able to hold their 
own with other portions of the state on 
every proposition of importance which 
ia presented. United we succeed, bul 
divided we do little but kick because we 
fail to £fit wlmt we are of right enti- 
tled to. 


THE Irrigation Age has been recently 


investigating the eastern markets, an< 
Quds a coii'-lition that is of interest t< 
the fruit growers of this state. It find 
that California dried peaches 
tha 


brought the growers 5 and 6 cents t, 
pound were tendered in New York at 25 
and 30 cents with no discount on 100- 
pound lots, "as the margin of profit wa_ 
very small;" in Cincinnati they were 
quoted at 30 centa, and after much dick 
....nc unwillingly offered at 25 cents in 
100-pound lots, which was declared by 
the merchant to leave "a very close 
margin, indeed." Washington grocers 
quoted apricots 20 to 25 cents, peache. 
25 cents, prunes 15 to 18 cents, and rai- 
sins 25 to 40 cents; and Chicago gave 
average figures of 20 to 25 cents. Th^ 
commission house claims to realize but 
half a cent for its services, the freight 
figures less than 2 cents. The irriga- 
tion journal asks thia very pertinent 
question: "Whatbecomes of the rest 
of the money?" These facts alone fur- 
nish a flnfiicient ground for the organiza- 
tion of the fruit growers of the state for 
the purpose of controlling the mnrke 
ing of their product.

MOTION FOR NEW TRIAL. 


W. J. Van Duseii Wants a Re- 


hearing. 


Yesterday morning, at tlie hour set 


for his sentence, "VY. J. Van Dusen ap- 
peared before Judge- Harris and a mo- 
tion was undo by his counsel for a new 
trial. 


The. 
grounds on which tho motion wns 


made were embodied in an affidavit to 
the effect that tlie jurv took into con- 
sideration evidence not produced iu 
court which led to the verdict of guilty. 


The particular matter referred to was 


the condition of a certain bridge testi- 
fied to by Van Duseu on the trial, in 
which he committed the perjury for 
which he ^viis tried and convicted. 


It appears that while the iury deliber- 


ated upon a verdict that one of the 
members thereof stated that the condi- 
tion of the bridge was, to his knowledge, 
impassable, while Van DUEBII testilied 
that he saw tlie cow cross tlie bridge. 


Upon the filing of this nfHdavit and 


motion the counsel for the defendant 
called Isaac Hale, Stephen Hamilton, 
William Waketield, M. B. T)r:ike and 
James Conn, members of the jury which 
convicted Van Dusen, to testify with re- 
gard to this statement. 


The substance of the evidence was 


that some such remark had beeii made 
in the jury room, but that it had no 
weight in their decision of the matter. 
Judge Harris took the matter under ad- 
visement and continued the time for 
sentence to February 19th, at 9.30 a.m.

zebras havn been exterminated, owing 
to tho advance of civilization in South 
Africa, ia shown by reference to such 
works as that of Sir Cunnvallis Harris, 
written in 184(1, in which thn author 
tells us that tho quagga was at tho time 
found iii'* in terminable herds," bands 
of many hundreds being frequently 
EOOH, while ho describes Burchell's ze- 
bra as congregating in herds of SO or 
100. and abounding to a great extent, 
but now, after the expiration of but ."id 
rears, tho 0:10 species is oxtinct or 
practically so, while tho other has been 
driven much farther afield ami its num- 
bers aro yearly IIMUS* reduced. 


This author's description of the com- 


mon zebra is well \vonh repeating. Ho 
says: "Sec-kin!; the wildest nnd most 
sequestered spots, haughty troops avu 
eicealiugly difiicv.lt to approach, as 
wpll on nrconntof their extreme agility 
and fleetnesa of foot ns from the abrunt 
and inaccessible nature of their high- 
hind abode.

ie Proposes a Novel Scheme 


Street Railroad Building. 


The Chicago, 111., Tribune of January 
8th gives the following outline of Mar- 
is Pollarky'aplanof constructing street 
•ar lines that has attracted much favor- 
able comment and indicates that the 
extreme cold of the Chicago winter hat, 
lot benumbed his activities in railroac 
iromotion: 


"Mr. Pollasky'a plan is described in a 


^.-ospectus, which, he says, he has 
shown to capitalists, bankers, and rail- 
road men in this and other money cen- 
ters, and also to oflicials of the city gov- 
ernment. It provides for an elevatec 
road starting from a point north of Con- 
gress street, and thence, crossing the 
river by a bridge, to the North Side uitj 
imits, following a route to be determ- 
ned later. The road is to be constructed 
with an issue of $10,000,000of 7 per cent 
bonds. The buyers are to receive an 
equal amount of stock, the issue o 
which is limited to $10,000,000. Th 
stock is to be deposited with a, board o 
eleven trustees, known as the Chicago 
North Division Elevated Railroad Com 
missioners. They are to hold the stock 
in trust for the city, which ia to receive 
all earnings of the road after lixec 
charges, operating expenses, cost o1 
maintenance, and the sinking fund an 
provided for.

Tho workings 
of the plan flint the details of us prac- 
tical application, we learn, are in the 
hands of u rummiUeeof eomjietPiit grow- 
ers, and we are satisfied that their work 
will be. for the Itcsl interests of all.

this plaii commend itself. Conceive., if

AVell, he was too weary to attend the 
meeting, but. evidently expcd* to get iu 
on the ieiii;f with both fuel, all at once, 
while most of the raisin growers do not 
expect relief before next full. The writer 
hides liimpclf under a pseudonym, and 
at tbe same time hurls his insinua- 
tions at every man in any way connected 
with this plan, aud would "make it ap- 
pear that the eleven directors are to be 
"business men," when in fact such men 
as Mr. Foray th and other noted growers 
will comprise that committee. 


Again he apk?, ''Does 'Mr. Johnson's 


phm lop off any of the parasites?" 1 
say yes. 
The- raisins are sold f.o.b here, 


arid save several commissions, the sav- 
ing in railroad rates will be quite an 
item, the storage of raisins in a fire- 
proof warehouse will be ICSB than1 in the 
packer's warehouse, nnd as no system 
can be entertained for a moment that 
will admit of raisins going east until 
sold, then to store them is a neecessity. 
All honest growers feel the necessity of 
honest grading; hence that expense. 
Then if "Weary" will get a move on 
him and get out of the hot sun that be 
complains of, get in the shade and puck 
his own raisins ami grade them hoii- 
estlv, he can save the .packers' charges, 
the "inspector's charges, and finally the 
arbitrator's charges. All theseexpeusea 
he can save if he will quit growling and 
go to work. 


We are at a loss to know why "Weary 


Grower" is weary. Ia it because he is 
a commission packer, that he is afraid of 
being left out in the cold, or was tbere a 
piece of pie that lie scented in some 
other plan than this? Or was it be- 
cause bo knew that Johnson's plan was 
uo good, because he was not in it? 
Come, liow, be huucstaud own up. Say 
you. bad no axe to grind.

XO RAISIN MON'orOI.Y WASTED. 


EniTOK 
REI-OBI.ICAN:—It is evident 


that the position of the raisin growers in 
California ia such that an immediate 
solution must hu made of thu problem 
of how to market the output of raisins so 
as to get a price for them that will make 
the industry at least a reasonably re- 
munerative one. 
Indeed, so serious 


is tbe situation that it looks as though 
even desperate means may be u?ed, if 
necessary, to attain the desired end. 
Much has been written on the subject in 
the columns of our Fresno papers by 
numerous correspondents and editor- 
ially; schemes have been suggested, 
theories advanced and criticisms made 
thereon, and finally a man is found who 
claims to know a remedy for all the ex- 
isting ills. 


It is not my wish to criticize Mr. John 


sou or his pet scheme, and beretofon 
1 have entirely refrained from express 
ing any opinion publicly on this subject 
I am not a San Francisco business man 
nor a member of any great mercantile 
company, but a humble raisin grower 
For years I waa ongagO'l in meicantilt 
pursuits, I have handled Malaga and 
Benia raisins, and at a gr3;it expense, to 
myself individually, I havo made mysel 
conversant with the methods of Imndlini 
European raisins, and consider rnyael 
well posted as to the situation in the 
united States. I believe that up to th 
present timo there are not moro raisin 
produced than are required for cor 
sumption in the United States, and i 
this he tho case we ehould be able to 


sell all our product and to get for them 
what the raisins are worth; and what 
they are worth is just what the game 
quality of raisins can be laid down at, 
aud uo! what priw ww may tw fit l< 
think we ought to have for them. 


1 fully endorse co-operation, hut not 


such co-operation as seeks to create a 
monopoly. The scheme presented by 
Mr. Johnson may be a iiood one, it cer- 
tainty has many good features, and if 
carried out fullv it might prove a suc- 
cess ; but while" it may look attractive, 
feasible and tlie only way out of Uie dif- 
ficulty, 1 do not believe that it can he 
fully carried out, and therefore cannot 
be made successful. There are too many 
conditions upon which it depends, too 
many opi>ortunities for such action on 
he part of the grower as will cause fail- 
ure, to much uncertainty to those who 
embark ujton the scheme. 


While 1 know that many will not 


agree with me, I am iirmly convinced 
hat the best means of marketing our 
iiisins is through business men or linns 
vhp do the Im.-sinefS to make niuiiey out 
if it; not commission men—ior iht-o 
K.MIIKS, as we know them, i have no 
ise, hut through tho^e- who study every 
eat n re of the business, who know the 
•alue of tho goods nnd tbe channels 
hruugh which they cnu be sold, and 
who invest their money with the expec- 
[ition ot making a proiit. If we have 
riven this class out of the lielit, or if 
iiey have voluntarily k-lL it, nnd we 
an not pursuade them to return, let us 
reate such a tirm. 
Let tbe growers, as many of them as 
•ill, (and 50 per cent should easily be 
blamed) organize ft joint st-u-k coin- 
any for the buying, packing, warehoua- 
n<; and gulling of raisins, e;u-h grower 
iking siork in pro|H>rtiun to his bold- 
US in raisin vineyard, the company to 
live a competent board of directors and 
taff of oitici'rs, with an oHice in Kresao 
mi possibly New Vork and Chicago, 
'his company would carefully watch 
he European crops aud market, and as 
arly in the season as po3.sili!i> lix a price 
or raisins f.o.b. at California points, on 
•bich basis they would purchase raisins 
n the sweat Ixts, paying a reasonable 
dvance, and the. balance payable on 
egular business 
terms. This, then, 


•ould establish a price at which the 
rowers could sell their raisins; not one 
t which they i-ould have them stored 
way nnd kept for mouths until the 
arge eastern dealers, having become 
red of uncertainty cf price, had placed 
:ieir orders for Spanish raisins and 
orced ours out of tbe market, unless we 
uddle them at slaughtered prices.. 
A price being established, no grower 
•onId he likely to risk plating his raisins 
a the hands of a commission man, iior 
ould he be likely to sell at any lower 
rice than that offered by the company, 
urehases mi ht lie confined to fitock- 
olders, which would probably be the 
Hitter way; if this were so, however, 
nless one could sell at as high a price 
o some, other linn, he, would not he?i- 
ite in taking the required stock in tbe 
ompany for the necessary outlay for 
Lock would be a very Email fraction of 
ie, proceeds of his crop and would lie 
iore than repaid by the benetit to be 
(.-rived. 
The 
proposed 
company 


•ould be thoroughly equipped with 
acking houses and warehouses; tbe 
aisins would be. properly aud uniformly 
railed so as to bring them in holiest 
ompetition with foreign raisins, and 
acked so that a reputation would very 
oon lift established for tbe brands. 


Growers could have their raisins 


packed by the company and placed in 
lie warehouse, getting therefor ware- 
oii?e receipts, without bemg compelled 
o sell to the company. This would ac- 
ommodiite those of the growers who 
might think beat to carry their raising 
vitli the hope of selling later on at bet- 
er prices, but Jii no case \\ojald the 
minds of the company be UEGU except 
n goods sold to the company. No difj- 
ulty would be experienced in securing 
lie necessary funds to carry on. the 
jusiness, as evidenced by the recent ex- 
jreasion of the opinion of our bankers. 
Slor would tbere.be any difficulty in 
el ling the raisins purchased, as I could 
eadily explain, but to do so would 
make an unnecessarily long article from 
ne whose opinion and ideas have not 
teen called for. I am prepared, how-, 
ver, to give to the public complete de- 
ails, and have no wish to keep back 
nything, nor to make any part of the 
ilan known to only a select few. 


I have no desire to throw a large vol- 


initi of business into tho hands of any 
mercantile house; I have no hangers on 
o provide with positions; T do not even 
eek one for myself; but I am willing to 
ive to the raisin growers a plan that I 
uclieve will lead us quickly and effect- 
ially nut of the strait in which we at 
jreseut find ourselves, and to assist in 
arrying out the plan to a successful is- 
ue should it be so desired. I have no 
wish to figure in public print, and tnotl- 
slly refrain from subscribing iuy name 
o this article, but will simply sign

Especially 
if sue h a spllinjj system as that is to be 
masqueraded'as co-operation: will their 
discust become the more intensified 
than ever before. 


In an article January 31?t last, the 


Expositor offered meall needed space to 
explain and perfect uiy plau, but the 
very next letter— showing how to obtain 
money to carry out my plan—sent that 
sheet by me was suppressed at the very 
time when tbe Johnson-Locke Companv 
subscribed for the Expositor and for its 
back numbers to February 1st. How- 
ever, it is possible that tbe Expositor's 
rtep-mother-love for tbe growers might 
constrain that sheet to permit Mr.

If the 
Johnson plan is adopted these enormous 
profits and large sums of money will be 
lost, to the growers. Johnson's plan 
provides that the growers give interest 
bearing notes at $4 per acre, and one

my, whlcl 
all the. gr<rowers' raisins along 


with the notes. The only payment 
pledged in exchange for such" notes and 
TaieinB is simply warehouse receipts to 
the amount of 2 cents per pound, and 
the Lord only kuows if the average 
grower will be enabled by such a mix- 
ture of an organization to ever obtain 
any more for raisins than last season, 
lor the combination, like the one ha 1S92 
*nd the one in 1893, organized by com- 
mission men and growers, may ''bust," 
And then, bow about the raisins out of 
our hands and notes against us drawing 
interest? These notes will have to be 
paid whether we obtain more than "2 
cents a pound or not. 


My plan does away with the $5 an 


acre, tbe $4 iatereat-bcaring-note propo- 
rtion and the paltry two cent p_er ponnd 
warehouse receipts; but provides that 
the raisins be sold according to the prin- 
ciple of true co-operation and for cash at 
a stipulated, profitable price, and kept 
in warehouse until these terms are 
realised. As to Mr. Barnwell's failure 
to see how I can indorse the co-opera- 
livtt plan, when tbe co-operative com- 
pany of which he and I are both mem- 
bers haa failed to give satisfaction, the 
reason is plain as the nose on a man's 
lace.; for in the first place we never yet 
bad any co-operation m selling raisins, 
but the co-operative companies have 
competed with each other in maTketing; 
and even if all these companies had co- 
operated in selling the 
commission 


packer—while making such enormous 
profitB out oi the growers, as mentioned 
by Mr. Keese—have right along been 
Belling raisins at prices so low that such 
prices have }>een bankrupting the grow- 
eia, whether they have been members ol 
the Producers' company or non-mem- 
bera, lint not so when my plan, joined 
to the Adams plan, is put into practice, 
for then evory raisin company and all, 
or nearly all, growers will no longer

vhich connects tbe great, chain of lakes 
with the Atlantic ocean. According to 
he evidence of highly respected mer- 
chants given before legislative investi- 
gating committees, the actual direct 
cash benefit to the state from canal com- 
merce in 1893 foots up to over $12,000,- 
000; and the indirect benefits in various 
ways to tbe masses throughout the com- 
monwealth are simply inestimable." 


Tbe Erie canal connects the Hudson 


river at a point a few milea north of 
Albany with Lake Erie at 
Buffalo. 


When the matter of building the canal 
was in progress such men as De Witt 
Clinton, Governor Bouck and other hot 
advocates were roundly abused for the 
alleged waste of state funds. 


It was called "Clinton's big ditch," 


and "grave," in which the.state was to 
be buried, and there was a hue and cry 
:hat the state would be ruined by the 
debt contracted. 
Railroads, they said, 


would utterly destroy its usefulness and 
in a few years it would be abandoned, 
as it could not compete with steam 
transportation on railways." 


At the present time tbe New York 


Central has in operation paralleling its 
banks four tracks two for passenger 
traffic and two for freight—and 
the 


West Side toad has a double track par- 
alleling it on the other bank. 


The canal is lined with cities and 


large towns from end to end—all thrifty 
—and many of them the seats of the 
largest factory interests in the State. 
Instead of being destroyed by tbe com- 
petition of railroads it has kept the 
roads from establishing exorbitant rates, 
and instead of being a burden to the 
taxpayers it has during the past year, 
as will be seen by the statement above 
quoted, added over $12,000,000 to the 
right side of the balance sheet. 


This shows wliat might be done for 


the San Joacjuin valley if a Hue of canal 
was constructed from tidewater to Tulare 
lake. The sole reason tor the existence 
of that late in the economy of nature is 
to furnish a water supply for a canal, 
and the work of constructing one would 
be the easiest thing in the world. Tlie 
canal should be built.

Superintendent Kirk found the at- 


tendance good at all the schools and tbe 
teachers full of energy and enthusiasm.

The teacher at Elkhorn is 
young, but very elficient, and does good 
work, 


A number of petitions for the estab- 


lishment of new school districts have 
been received by the superintendent 
lately. He has approved of one of the 
petitions—that for the formation of En- 
terprise school district, to be composed 
of portions of Houghton and Lorcna 
districts. ' 


Petitions are also in for the formation 


of Central district, to comprise portions 
of Duke and Franklin, and for the es- 
tablishment of a district to be entitled 
Eschol.

A number of. petitions for- changes iu 


boundaries of certain school districts 
have also been received by Superintend- 
ent Kirk.

The legislature of California at 
la hist session passed ti bill, which was 
vetoed by liovt'rnor Markham, offering 
i reward of $50,000 to any inventor of 


•h a system for the reduction of ores. 


Hundreds of men nave worked on the 
iroblem ever since tht! ditliculty of sep- 
initing the precious me tab from their 
nhieral matrix lirst presented itself. 
L'liere are millions of dollars' worth of 
;dld and silver locked up in the mother 
ode of the Sierras and in tlie gulches 
mil deserts of California, Arizona and 
'olorado which could be easily extracted 
were a satisfactory machine to be found 
.hat could be readily transported from 
one point to another. 


Jolm R. Motiitt of this city believes he 


:ia3 solved this momentous problem in 
inning. AH experts who have seen his 
invention agree with him that he has 
succeeded. A Mail reporter visited Mr. 
MoHitl's mill on the south hank of 
Stockton channel yesterday, saw his 
machine iu operation and hud its mys- 
teries explained to him by the inventor. 
Three conspicuous merits establish for 
it a claim to originality-which will com- 
nend it to mining men. These are: First, 
:he 'application of incandescent heat 
with cyclone motion; secondly, tlie sep- 
• 


aration of the gases under atmospheric 
pressure, and thirdly, the precipitation 
of the precious metals, lilwiated from 
all refractory elements. 


The inventor claims to have expended 


over$.10,000 in his various experiments. 
lie is a .Massachusetts man and came to 
California about twelve years ago. 
He 


ook his iirst patent out in ISSo, and a 
uiteut for an improvement thereon in 
LS90. Since that time he has applied 
"or two aduitiomilpatcnts. He has also 
ninny other claims covering the same 
system. The maeliinery occupies very 
little space and is constructed so that it 
can be easily transported over mountain 
roads. 


Speaking uf his system yesterday, Mr. 


Motiitt said: "My rock breakers crush 
md reduce the ores to a granulated form 
adapted to the cyclone oxydmng fur- 
nace. This is accomplished by A very 
simple contrivance which imparts a 
double action to the ores while sub- 
jected to pressure. In this process le?s 
weight is necessary in the machinery 
and less driving power is required to op- 
erate the apparatus than are found in 
iny ot the other known interns for re- 
ducing ores. 


"The granulated ore is next passed 


;hrqugh a hopper into a cyclone furnace 
laving rotating cylinders where, by an 
arrangement of blow pipes, an incan- 
descent heat is produced which com- 
pletely destroys all refractory elements, 
10 matter of what nature. This high 
degree of heat volatilizes the base mate- 
rials and releases the precious metals in 
whatever combination 
they may be 


found. The cyclone motion separates 
the elements by oxydi/.ation and forces 
out the gases. The residue, which is of 
Jie color of white ashes, passing down 
through the furnace to the new device 
tor separating the precious metals, is 
precipitated by gravity to the amal- 
gamator. Tho'libcratcd gold and silver 
ire not ground to atoms in this process, 
but pass out with the water to the con- 
centrator. If there are any tailings they 
are returned through an elevator to the 
:urjiace, to be again lieated by tliB oxy- 
genizing process. Thus there is no per- 
;eptible waste of the precious metals. 
The gases are always subjected to at- 
mospheric pressure under water stored 
in a tank outside connected by a pipe 
with tho furnace." 


Mr. Mottitt believes lie has developed 
i new opening for the mining industry 
n California, making it possible for 
;housands of claims to be worked that 
are neglected now only on account of the 
ore being low grade or considered too re- 


ractory for treatment. His plant can 
_e constructed to work from 100 pounds 
to several tons an hour and with such 
motive power as is supplied by gas 
engines. As it is a little or no .trouble 
to move the outfit, he is confident thata 
means is within the reach of enterpris- 
ng men in Stockton and other towns to 
jrospeet their mineral veins, getting 
whatever gold or silver is hnbeded in 
tiiem. His machine may now be seen 
n daily operation below the, grain ware- 
houses, and it is already challenging the 
interested attention of minors and others 
interested in the industry of gold and 
silver production. 


SHOWALTER VS. MORGAN. 


The Plaintiff Secures a Judgment as 


Prayed. 


The case of Kd Showalter vs. John L. 


Morgan, constable, etc., which has oc- 
cupied the attention of Judge Holmes 
and a jury for several days, was con- 
cluded yesterday, tho jury finding a ver- 
dict for the nlaintiff, which awards him 
tbe restoration of the property claimed 
with $150 and costs, or in event the 
property is not returned, that lie have 
judgment in addition to the aurae above 
stated of $100.- 


The suit was brought to recover tlie 
alue of a number of mules which Sho- 
walter purchased of his father-in-law— 
"Buck" Garner, near Kingsburg—ap- 
plying as part payment thereon what 
Garner owed him for labor and the bal- 
ance in coin, whereupon he. took posses- 
sion of tho mules and sent them to 
Mad era. 


Garner at the time was heavily in 


debt, and the Kingsbnrg bank soon 
thereafter issued an attachment against 
him and Constable Morgan took posses- 
sion of Hhowalter's mules, claiming 
they belonged to Garner. This drove 
Garner into insolvency, and while he 
did not list the mules in his assets, the 
receiver served some notice on .Morgan 
claiming title to any surplus on aale. 


Showalter demanded the release and 


restoration of his property, which was 
refused, a bond for indemnity having 
been given him, and Showalter brought 
the action, which was decided in hig 
favor yesterday in every particular.
